As a vouth, Viadimir Koslovsky 
possessed al! the characteristics of a 
future leader in the Soviet Union 

As a member of Komsomol. the 
only official organization of voung 
people in the country, he was exposed 
to the official government philosophy 
atanearly age He served in the officer 
corps of the Soviet Army and went on 
to 4 position in the foreign branch of 
the Russian Communist Party 

By Soviet standards, Koslovsky 
had it made. his position was secure 
He had climbed the rigid, tightly con 
trolled ladder of advancement in the 
prescribed manner

Koslovsky painted a grim picture 
of growing up under the tightly struc- 
tured Soviet governmental system 
Despite his own background, he 
depicted the typical young leader as 
someone lacking concern beyond his

He characterized 
the general feeling of the Russian 
Masses as “passive discontent,” but 
feels that the governmental! structure 
is just too firmly entrenched for the 


discontent to become active 


Since coming to America 
Koslovsky has taught at Cornell, Yale 
and the University of Utah. He des 
cribes his current occupation as “free 
lance lecturer” and ts compiling a dic 


tionary of Russian slang 


Error may cost promotions 


Iwo CSUS professors may have 
lost their chance for an important 
promotion as a result of a “com- 
putational error” found in. setting 
promotion quotas, according to ad- 
ministrative members of the Faculty 
Evaluations Board (FEB) 


Associate professors Christopher 
Dyer - Bennett and Gene Barnes were 
cut from the Schoo! of Arts and 
Sciences list of promotions to full 
professorship. Barnes, a physics 
teacher, said he was redoing the simple 
computations. “It doesn't appear that 
the FEB made a mistake.” he said 


As early as January. the final lists 
were complete after months of work 
by the FEB. The Arts and Sciences 
quota for the promotions was 27 
positions. The error was announced 


the day the promotions came out 


March IS — ata meeting of the United 
Professors of California Vice 
President for Academic Affairs E 
James Archer who made the an- 
nouncement was also one of the ad- 
munistrators who found the error dur- 
ing a reanalysis session. He was aided 
by associate vice president Floyd 
Mullinix, chair of the FEB 


Mullinix admitted he never told 
the FEB of the discovery and said he 
couldn't remember exactly when the 
error was found. He later told the 
Hornet the error was of “recent 
origin” and when pressed for a more 
specific date, he said he thought the er- 
ror was found in the week prior to the 
promotion announcement 


FEB member Harry Aron said that 
if the error had been reported to the 
board, some reassignment: could have 
been made. Aron told the Hornet that 
an FEB recommendation to limit all 
top promotions to Step § associate 
professors to Step | full profes- 
sorships was ignored. He said the two 


positions lost due to the alleged error 
went to another school which 
promoted a Step 4 professor to the 
Step | top position 

There are five salary steps in each 
assistant, associate and full professor 
category 

Aron has made some of his own 
preliminary recomputations in- 
dicating that instead of a reduction 
from 27 to 25 A&S top positions, only 
one position should have been cut A

Colortul. Fast - moving. Exciting 
Fun Comics are a kind of fast food for 
the eve, said Trina Robbins. well - 
known underground cartoonist 

Robbins was one of four car- 
toonists featured at the comic 
Conterence held Wednesday in the 
Lnmiversity Umon Redwood Room 
The others were Sergio Aragones, Lee 
Marrs and Don Rico 

Comics are kind of shorthand,” 
said Robbins. “Thev have to be ex 
citing and larger than life to catch your 
eve They are fast eve - food but that 
doesn't mean they have to be Mac- 
Donalds.” 

Ihe six hour conference was a 
casual give and take experience where 
student drifted in and out and were 
able to look at the displays, talk with 
the cartoonists and even get a sketch 
to take with them 

The cartoonists gave chalk talks 
and slide presentations, as well. They 
discussed their characters, their ex- 
periences and their feelings about the 
comics industry 

“I love comics, and I| take them 
very seriously,” Robbins said. “I just 
ate them up as a kid They're a 
wonderful escape.” 

Robbins is editor of It Ain't Me 
Babe Comix. the first all - woman 
comic. Influenced by the 1940's 
characters of Wonder Woman, Mary 


Marva! and Sheena the Jungle Queen. 
Robbins comics are a revival of the 


super heroine 
toward the end of 


They are also a step

“Comics mirror what's going on,” 


said Robbins. “The super heroine in 
the comics tells how the world feels 
about women.” 


Observing life is one way a car- 


toonist can get ideas, said Lee Marrs 
Jotting down unusual or interesting 
events that happen around us each day 
can help in constructing story lines 


“A lot of it has to do with listening 


to real life,” she said. “Real life can be 
pretty funny.”

The next time a CSUS faculty 
member or administrator asks their 
secreiaries to serve them coffee or type 
up non - official correspondence. they 
may find their requests ignored 
Under new recommended guidelines 
pr pared by the CSUS Personnel Ad- 
visory Subcommittee. such requests 


and many tasks presently performed 
wil] not be required of support staff 
namely secretaries

mittee has drawn up guidelines which 
outline tasks that should and should 
not be performed by staff members. In 


Exploring multiple orgasms 


No American publication on male 
orgasm has ever considered seriously 
the possibility of males having 
multiple orgasms, but recent tests 
have proven their existance, according 
to Dr. Mina Robbins 

Robbins, a clinical psychologist 
and professor in human development 
spoke at the University Union last 
Tuesday. She discussed the findings of 
tests she and others have done in 
search of the male multiple orgasm 

Fifteen volunteers between the 


ages of 22 and 56 took part in the 
research. They all had experienced 
previous multiple orgasms. For the 
tests they were questioned in detail 
about their experiences before, during 
and after the orgasms. Also 
polygraphs of heartbeat and res- 
piration were taken during orgasmic 
responses 

“Multiple orgasms were registered 
four out of four times with these men,” 
Robbins said. “one person ex-

duties of support staff. By priority, 
they are the preparation of classroom 
materials, official correspondence, ar- 
ticles to appear in professional jour- 
nals and materials which are to be 
used at organization meetings, public 
agencies and = intergovernmental 
bodies which “clearly further the mis- 
sion and goals of the University.” 

The report adds that such priorities 
should be followed unless the 
department chair or unit supervisor 
authorizes “an exception.”

The production began last week 
garnering favorable critique from the 
local community.

“The Mayans believe the end of the 
world is coming in either 2011 A.D or 
1987 AD. as with the Aztecs.” ex 
plained Zamora. “So I've introduced 
the dangers of societies that obliterate 
the individual. We're getting to the 
point now where it isn’t government 
but rather business power.” Zamora 
has seen pollution and the weather 
patterns change. “We're getting to the 
point of global destruction.“ 

Mesoamerican descendants con 
clude the universe is composed of a 
single energy appearing in many 
forms. They recognize this energy, and 
worship it as the Living Spirit of our 
only nature, the earth 

Affirming this philosophy of 
Spint, Zamora has written this play 
based partly on the Popol Vuh. This 
Mayan text is the oldest in the 
Western Hemisphere 

The theme fits the season. Said 
Zamora, “It ts the Spring Equinox 
where the day - force equalizes the 
night - force. The day - force is gaining 
strength days will become longer 
The life on the earth begins to blos- 
som, rather than ingathering with the 
night.” Light is nature, in turn Spirit; 
God 

The bi - lingual (English - Spanish) 
play has two acts, and goes through 
four stages; the creation, agricultural! 
era, urban life and Zamora’s concep- 
tion of the future 

In the beginning humans are 
created. God experiments with mud 
and wood to create a being — hut it 
lacked something; a spirit. Finally, the 
human ts created out of corn. It relates 
to Mezoamerican thought because it is 
their highest regarded staple 


The dreamy scene advances to the 
land - working era “when people were 
living with the rhythms of the earth.” 
That accelerates into fraudulent ur- 
banhood when people began to lose 
touch with each other. The end

Throughout, narration sets the 
mood and clarifies the action 

The acting 1s balanced, concen 
tration is with every performer when 
grasping the concept. Zamora has 
striven for communal spirit among the 
cast, everyone is the star 

Alex Melendez Permijo wrote the 
original contemporary score. and 
CSUS teacher Joaquin Fernandez 
performs Synthesiser and assorted 
electronics. They are manipulated to 
create special effects (i.e earthquakes 
floods) within a jazz framework 

Before “Creation,” Zamora's 
theatrical experience principally was 
acting. now his contribution is direc- 
ting and writing. Before this semester 
he acted in the Asolo State Theater in 
Fiorda 

For two consecutive seasons he 
was guest actor with the FE. P_ Conkle 
Playwrights’ workshop, where he 
created the role of the Artiste Maurice 
Utrillo in the world premiere of 
“Modigliani™. In 1974 he performed 
the lead character in lonesco’s 
“Rhinoceros,” an international! tour 

He's also appeared on televison in 
numerous casts 

Poetry is a personal hobby, 
although he’s done solo recitals and 
had pieces published 

“Art is as important as breathing 
air.” says Zamora 

“I like theater as an art form — it 
gives me the opportunity to express 
myself.” he says. “The ritual elements 
fascinated me at first, since then I've 
had many transmutations

Young stated the ‘First 
Amendment should be clarified by the 
Supreme Court in the light of the 
power of mass media” 

In essence Young stated that 
television glorified terrorists, using the 
recent Washington DC siege as an ex- 
ample. He felt that TV coverage of 
events like those in Washington 
should be censored 


I have never, except for the days of 
Spiro T, Agnew, heard a public of- 
ficial make such an outright attack on 
the First Amendment. and that the 
man respensible for representing this 
nation in the LN should make it is 
shocking 


Young 1s right. the news media 
does occasionally give terrorist groups 
more space and attention than they 
really deserve But to allow the 
government to decide how such events 
should be covered would lead to the 
government deciding how ali news 
events should be covered - and good- 
by treedom of the press 


A great American journalist once 
said. “What God allows to happen. | 
am not ashamed to print.” 


This statement should be the news 
credo. The 34 hostages held by ter- 
rorists in Washington is news from 
several angles - human interest 
drama, importance. But it is an im-

portant event. and shouid be covered 
by the electronic media It should not 
be up to the government or Am 
bassador Young to decide what is im 


portant 


The journalists are the only people 
who should decide that. If they make 
mistakes. they will be punished by a 
drop tn the ratings or drop of paper 
sales - a much more effective way to 
assure good coverage than some 
government agency 


The whole idea of forbidding the 
electrome media to cover certain 
events is outrageous: and Amassador 
Young should look after his own tasks 
at the UN rather than mouth oft about 
a subject of which he is apparently 
ignorant.

Nils Lofgren. hardly the “dirty self” 
he'd like people to believe, was in town 
Sunday playing his good of rock n 
roli, and left a multitude of new fans in 
his wake 

Although Journey was the top - 
billed band, Lofgren stole the show 
with his hard - hitting 1970's guitar 
style tempered by the 50’s great 
sounds 

Journey is a band of fine 
musicians, but they play too loudly 
their music becomes a great metalic 
blob, breaking eardrums and poun- 
ding the wave of die - hard fans back 
into their seats with their sound waves 

Lofgren was great: He tempered 
his guitar drawing from it sounds 
that hypnotized the audience, pulling 
them one way, then the other, and 
then completely apart and then 
left them begging for more 

Lofgren’s music is the kind that 
makes even the most self - conscious 
person want to get up and prove 

Lofgren bounced on stage in 
fact, he bounced throughout his set 
His cropped hair and clean shaven 
face is reminiscent of the early sixties, 
just as the clothes he wore Sunday 
looked like he got them from a barrel 
marked “left over late sixties hippie 
clothes.” The outfit consisted of a 
black vest and pants, a tie - dved red.

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Placement test for 77-78 freshmen

(Long Beach, Mar. 23) — Despite 
protests from students and faculty, the 
Board of Trustees Wednesday ap- 
proved “an English placement test” 
for all 1977-78 incoming freshmen. 

Anthony J. Moye, CSUC dean for 
educational programs and resources, 
said the name of the test was mislead- 
ing because it is basically a diognostic 
test for freshmen to show them where 
(if at all) they are lacking in literacy 
skills 

He said the test will be in four 
parts, the first three being multiple 
choice, the last essay 

Although the Chancellor's office is 
sull seeking funding for the test from 
the state, the board gave him the 
authority to either increase the 
Student Services Fee or amend the ap- 
plication fee if the legisiature does not 
fund the project 

If the application fee (presently 
$20) increase is chosen, it would not be 
more than two dollars. This fee would 
be paid by both freshmen taking the 
exam and transfer students 

However, if this alternative is 
chosen, the freshmen who take the ex- 
am would not pay tor it since ap- 
plication fees are already being 
accepted. The 1978-79 incoming 
undergraduate would pay for the ex- 
am 

If the Student Services Fee (presen- 
tly $57 per semester for six units or 
less, $72 for more than six) 1s raised, 
the increase would be no more than 
one dollar This would be paid by all 
students 

No decision has yet been made 
concerning the source of funding. The 
Chancellor was given stand - by 
suthority by the Trustees to chose one 
alternative if the state funding ts not 


approve d

perienced as much as 30 orgasmic res- 
ponses within one hour, under op- 
timum conditions.” 

Robbins explained the occurance 
of multiple orgasms saying, “Itis pos- 
sible that the multiple orgasms are 
achieved by conscious of unconscious 
control of the male, to inhibit 
ejaculation, which is caused by con- 
traction of the reproduction organs 
This control allows the orgasmic res- 
ponse to occur without ejaculation.” 

She also said that the general belief 
that males have only one orgasm has 
deeptreezed the idea for men to ex- 
perience multiple orgasms. Now, 
polygraphs have clearly shown that 
ejaculation and orgasmic contraction 
can come separate. Multiple orgasms 
however should not be confused with 
the prolonged orgasms that some men 
have 

Robbins told of experiments in 
teaching men how to develop multiple 
orgasms. Basically, she said, there are 
two approaches. One is to make men 
believe they can expect to achieve 
multiple orgasms through variety in 
sex and in changing positions. This 
method however has not proven very 
successful 

A better way is by teaching them to 
overcome the great sensitivity of the 
penis after orgasm. This can be 
achieved by not stopping at the clima> 
while masturbatiig, Robbins said. Or, 
when having sex with a partner, by not 
thrusting as hard, thereby saving 
energy for further orgasms which can 
be achieved without ejaculation. 

There are already several cults in 
California that experiment in teaching 
multiple orgasms among _ their 
members, according to Robbins. She 
hopes however that the ability to have 
multiple orgasms will not take the 
shape of a goal - oriented exercise 
“We have enough problems with sex 
already.” she said 


Dean Moyes, said, “With the exam 
we can assess what the students’ needs 
are. We don't concede that nothing 
can be done if we receive no money.” 

Moyes was referring to 4 system 
Program Change Proposal (PCP) for 
remedial programs submitted by the 
Trustees to Sacramento, asking for $4 
million per year over five years. It was 
cut from the Governor's budget in 
January 

The argument of the statewide 
academic senate and the Student 
Presidents Association (SPA) 
centered on what benefits the test 
offered and how it would be funded 

Scott Plotkin, SPA lobbyist, said 
all the Trustees have done is bought a 
test with nothing to back it up 

Art Bernstein, lhiaision te the 
Chancellor, said: “We (the SPA) are 
aware of the deficiency in student writ- 
ing skills, and it 1s our desire to have 
some sort of remedial program ™ 

This led the SPA to endorse the 
concept of learning assistance center 
which are presently used at CSI 
Long Beach and Cal Poly San Luis 
Obispo, Bernstein said 

“The Trustees are being asked to 
approve a non - program,” Bernstein 
said 

Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke said 
“The problem is we've got to do 
something. Just because the PCP was 
turned down does not mean we can't 
confront the problem.”

American series, 1s an artist and writer 


in addition to his work in comics. He 
has written over 50 novels, movies and 
screen plays, and he has done 
thousands of illustrations 

During the Golden Age of comics 
(in 1938) Rico got his start in the in- 
dustry. Things were different then in 
the comic industry, he said 


“We were all individual artists. We 
respected each other and we inspired 
each other.” 


Today cartoonists tend to imitate 
whatever works, creating a sort of 
sameness among comics, he said 


While comics do have some social 
significance, mostly they are just fun, 
said Sergio Aragones 


“We are doing exactly what we 
wanted to do all our lives, and now 
people are paying for it and ap- 
preciating it.” Aragones said 


Aragones is best known for his 
Mad Marginals, which Lave appeared 
in Mad Magazine for over 10 years 
Originally from Mexico, Aragones 
studied under Marcel Marceau and 
later worked as a clown. He has fun 
with cartoons, he said. This ts reflected 
in his loosely drawn characters and his 
wordless gag cartoons 


“You never think of it as a way ol 
making a living.” he said. “Suddenly 
you realize you're doing just that.” 


“Unfortunately,” said Marrs, “Ihe 
monetary return for comics is almost 
nothing.” 


Because the pay is so poor, many 
cartoonists are forced to do other 
work in order to live. Comics almost 
become a hobby for them, she said 
Underground comics ts the place for 
young cartoonists to break into the in- 
dustry said Marrs. Yet, even that area 
is getting less open for new talent 


Comics will always be around, she 
said. They will survive as part of larger 
money making operations 


“They're nowhere near the boom- 
ing industry that they were in the 
1940's, but comics will always be 
around.”

there by the Chancellor's decision. 
Maybe it is a failure on the part of the 
Chancellor.” Dunlap added that it 
would be reasonable to assume that 
Bond must have been “scared” by the 
possibility of campus strife to come 
before the legislators on such a policy 
matter 

Board of Trustees chair William O. 
Weissich told the Hornet he felt “it 
was not a mistake” to hire Bond. He 
added, “In spite of all the difficulties at 
CSUS, Jim Bond has the full support 
and confidence of an overwhelming 
majority of the Board of Trustees.” 

The policy in question deals 
specifically with the School of Arts 
and Sciences practices with 
promotion, retention and tenure. 
Bond has complained that the policy 
places too much emphasis on seniority 
and noi enough on merit. According 
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to Sociology professor Louise Kanter, 
Bond's objections have to do with the 
school and Feculty Evaluations Board 
(FEB) level of merit consideration. 
Merit is the primary criterion used at 
the department level when faculty 
members are recommended for 
promotion. 


The 26 departments submit their 
recommendations to the school where 
the lists are combined and sent on to 
the FEB. Kanter said it would be “im- 
possible” to use merit in comparing an 


Art to a Chemistry professor, for ex- 
ample, because of their teaching diver- 
sities. “The FEB level is broader and 
more varied,” said Kanter. She said it 


would be even more impossible to use 
merit at that final step. 


Dr. Gerald C. Marley, chairman ot 
the statewide academic = senate 
disagree with Dumke. stating that 
without adequate funding and a 
coherent remedial program. the 
system can't do the job at all 

“The implication is that the test 
program will identify some sort of 
remedia! program as necessary.” he 
said “Where will the money come 
from’ If you have an exam, then vou 
need a program to meet the needs that 
the exam results identify.” 

Dr. Marley said the exam and its 
results appear to be an attempt to use 
them as leverage to get state funding 

He said the same results could be 
had through a test sample of both 
freshmen and juniors which would nto 
only give information for comparison 
but would also not necessitate chang- 
ing school catalogs and advising 
literature 

“Later. if we did receive state fun 
ding. we could expand a program.” 
Marley said 

The Trustees did not accept this 
comparison 

“There is no need for a test sam- 
ple.” said Alex Sherriffs. Vice 
Chancellor for Academic Affairs, “We 
already know what the results would 
show 

“Estimates show that at least 60 per 
cent of the students in the CSU¢ 
system need some form of remedial 


help.” he said
